FREEDOM: THEN AND NOW! 
Any one can tell y ou that the average American 
insists on having freedom. It isn’t alway s quite 
as easy as it might b e, though, to get a good 
definition of just what freedom is nowaday s. 
Professor Carl Becker of Cornell touched on 
that point in a recent address at Columb ia Uni­ 
versity . Waxing slightly sarcastic,- he remarked: 
“The average man is free to govern himself b y 
voting for candidates selected for him b y pro­ 
fessional politicians who make a living out of the 
spoils of office. 
“He is free to take any job that offers, if any 
offers. If none offers, he is free to hunt for a 
job which, if found, will pay him a b are living 
wage, or less. If none is found he is free to 
stand in a b read line b egging a crust from char­ 
ity or the government that makes him a free 
m an.” 
All of this simply emphasizes the fact that 
freedom, in a highly complex civilization like 
the one in which we are living now, can have 
an entirely different meaning than it had a 
century ago. 
In the old day s freedom for the common man 
was rather easily ob tained. First of all, he was 
given the b allot and it was thereb y made cer­ 
tain that he would alway s have a voice ab out 
who should govern him; and that, in an age 
when the divine right of kings was still upheld, 
m eant much. Secondly , the country was large, 
unexploited, full of resources that lacked only 
someone to develop them; if things went b adly 
with the ordinary man at home he could easily 
move on to some place where opportunity was 
wider. 
Things have changed since then, however. The 
country has b een filled up. If times are hard at 
home they are apt to b e quite as hard in the 
next state. Electing the president y ou want may 
not help y ou much, since the economic m achin­ 
ery b y which y our life is conditioned rests not 
in the hands of politicians b ut in the hands of 
b ankers, industrialists and promoters whom y ou 
can’t possib ly get at. 
We need to redefine our concept of freedom; 
and, having done so, to find new way s of m ak­ 
ing sure that we can get it. 


seemed that the woes of Cub a might b e elim­ 
inated if he was thrown out of power, b ut such 
was not to b e the result as time has proven. 
That country has since estab lished, a record for 
the greatest numb er of governors in the short­ 
est period. 
President de Cespedes, Grau San Martin, Car­ 
los Hevia and Carlos Mendieta have followed in 
close succession and the country seems to b e in 
worse plight than ever. Political unrest, racket­ 
eering, and other disturb ances hold sway . Sel­ 
fish interests of different groups vie for recog­ 
nition and control of the government. 
The b ad situation is not entirely the result of 
political antagonism. Depressed economical con­ 
ditions, deb t and other elements enter into the 
picture. A strong and courageous leader is need­ 
ed to lead the country out of its dilema, and 
there are no promises of such a leader to take 
over the reigns of the government. 
To date, the policy of the United States gov­ 
ernment has b een one of hands off with the ex­ 
ception of the protection of its nationals. We 
have the right to intervene under the provi­ 
sions of the Platt amendment b ut’ have not ex­ 
ercised that prerogative. It is true that various 
political elements of the country have denounced 
the United States as b eing imperialistic and defy 
intervention b y this country . It is evident why 
these factions should take a stand. Intervention 
b y this country would ruin their selfish schemes 
to further their own interests. However, this 
sentim ent does not exist among the b usiness and 
professional men and the other sound citizens 
of Cub a. It is evident that they would welcome 
efforts of this country to comply with the re­ 
sponsib ility that is imposed 011 us b y the Platt 
amendment. 
It is possib le that Cub a may y et b e ab le to 
clean its own house b ut all indications seem to 
justify the conclusion that the sooner we inter­ 
vene the sooner that law and order will b e es­ 
tab lished in Cub a and that it will not b e ac­ 
complished until we do.
